TERRIBLE CYCLONE AT 


HAMPTON BEACH. 


AITHE 


OF THE SKATING 


YACHT 
CAPSIZED OFF THE BEACH AND SEVEN 
GUI 


OF NINE WERE DROWNED, 


Seven drowned, three killed and ser- 


enty Eve injured, was the work of a 
terrible cyclone that visited Hampton 
beacli at 3 30 on Monday afternoon, 
which left death and desolation, in its 
trail for a distance of half a mile. 
Without a minute's warning; the wind 
lifted the old skating rink, a building 
50x100 feet, with 250 people inside, and 
there was a horrible sight to behold five 
minutes later, when over seventy peo- 
ple were moved from tho wreck. Thir- 
ty one buildings were wrecked 
and 


seven of a party of nine people on a 
yacht iu the harbor were drowned. 
Tiees were torn up, barns unroofed and 
the cyclone left nothing but wreckage 
in its path. Many of the injured will 
die and the total number of deaths at 
this hour is eleven.

A terrible catastrophe visited Hamp- 


ton beach on the afternoon of July 4th 
which will never be forgotten by the 
thousands who were on pleasure bent 
at that place. 


With scarcely a moment's warning a 


terrific c\clone swooped down on the 
Head and in less than five minutes had 
blotted out the lives of at least eight 
people, destroyed thousands of dol- 
lars' worth of property and left a wide 
path of desolation and waste. 


It has been many a day since this 


section of New England has been the 
scene of such destruction, and to make 
it all the worse to have it happen on a 
holiday, 
when 
crowds 
of 
people 


thronged the beach in the direct path ol 
the cyclone. 


It was about three o'clock in the 


ternoon when a black ominous looking 
clond rolled up from ihe west, but the 
most of the people who saw it sop 
posed it nothing more than an ordinary 
thunder shower. Old mariners and a 
few others shook their heads and were 
heard to mutter that there was wind 
and lots of it, in those kind of clouds 
It was only too true, and with a swift 
ness and suddenness tbat only serve< 
to make it all the more deadly th 
sturm broke. 


First came several short gnsta o 


wind and a few drops of rain, followed 
by a dead calm. Then with awful far; 
the wind tore down the beach, toppling 
over everything iu its path and tossing 
houses and barns abont like so much 
paper. 
Big trees were uprooted an 


thrown down, chimneys blown over an 
the air filled fnll of flying objects anc 
debris. 


With the first gust of wind the cloud 


seemed to open and then the wate 
came down in torrents. For abou 
three minutes it never rained harde 
and then came hail atones, some as 
large as hens' eggs, which broke on 
glass %nd did any amount of injury 
the crop* back farther in the country 


The whole force of the storm seemed 


a centre at Hampton beach and in no 
me it was a scene of desolation never 
o be forgotten. 


At the skating rink a crowd of a hun- 
rod or more people had gathered to 
atness a kind of panorama represent- 
ng the blowing up of the battleship 
daiue. 


This building was completely jrazcd 


o the ground in the twinkling of an 
ye, while from tne ruins came the 
ries and groans of the injured and dy- 
ng. 
It was a heart rending scpnc, 


vhore men fought each other 
and 


rampled on the women and children in 
heir endeavors to get out of the ruins. 


But it was only for a few minutes 


liat this pandemonium took place and 
ben the better nature of the men ns- 
erted itself and the work of rescuing 
ommenced. It .was a terrible sight. 
Women were shrieking and fainting all 
round, while strong men weie forced 
0 turn away their heads at some of the 
ights. 


Following close on this canie^ the 


wfnl news of the loss of a family party 
1 nine persons who were out sailing, 
'his occurred in full sight of hundreds 


if people at another pait of the beach. 


Mr. and Mrs. William Barker of 


Kensington were celebrating the thir- 
eenth anniversary of their marriage, 
and following their custom on this day, 
were enjoying a sail.with a small party 


if friends, consisting of Mr. and Mrs. 
Walter Hodgdon, Mr. and Mrs. En- 
gene Jauvrin and child and John Lam- 
prey, all of Kensington, and Captain 
Frank Nndd of Hampton, who was the 
skipper of the party. When the squall 
struck the craft it capsized in a second, 
hrowing the occupants into the water. 


Captain Nudd went to the assistance 


of Mrs. Barker, but both went down 
and were seen no more. Mr. Barker 
and young Johnnie Lamprey succeeded 
in keeping afloat until assistance ar 
rived and they were taken ashore more 
dead than alive. 
It took quite a while 


to get the water out of young Lamprey 
and when they did succeed in bringing 
aim to he was stark crazy and there is 
little hopes of his recovery. The rest 
of the party all found a watery grave. 


It was a terrible and sad ending of a 


happy party, who little dreamed when 
they started out on that beautiful after 
noon what was in store for them befor 
they returned. 


At the skating rink a gang of volnn 


teers were hard at work getting out the 
injured and searching for any wh 
might be dead. 


Word was telephoned to Exeter ani 


the surrounding towns for physician 
and surgical aid. 
An ambulance an. 


six physicians from Exeter were sooi 
on the way and rendered valuable aid 


At midnight three of the iojurec 


people taken out of the rink had died 
they were a man named Karlfern, wh 


is a florist from Eveter; John Pressey 
of Bradford, Mass , a member of the 
Exeter band, and Mrs. Fred Williams,' 
who participated in the scene of the 
blowing up of the Maine, 
(she is bet 


ter known as Mdlle. Mora, her stage 
name. 


Tea seriously, although not danger- 


ously, injured ones were taken to the 
Exeter hospital, while a number are 
till at tho beach, being too badly hurt 
o be moved. 


Editor J. D. P. Wingate of the Ese- 


;er Gazette was one of those badly in- 
ured and he was taken to Cutler's ho- 
el, tho physicians thinking it danger- 
us to remove him to E\uter. 
A numbei of the Exeter baud are 
mong those injured the most, as they 
ere in a position to get the most darn- 
ge. Their instruments were beyond 
ecognition w hon they weic fiihcil out 


f the wieck.

FLEET. 


The glorious news of the destruction 


of Admiral Gervera's fleet at the mouth 
of the harbor of Santiago <Je Cnba on. 
Sunday, by the American squadron un- 
der Admiral Sampson, came as a won- 
derful and glad surprise to the Ameri- 
can people on the grandest of all its holi- 
days, the birthday of the Republic, the 
Fourth of July.

tered heights of £1 Gauey and San Juan, 
and *11 honor to the gallant sailors who 
crushed Spain's mightiest squadron

the rock-ribbed 
shores of 


eastern Cuba, wiping from the face 
of the waters four of the finest type of 
armored cruisers afloat, and sending to 
the bottom of the Beta two of the most 
powerful torpedo boat destroyers of the 
world's navy. 


Admiral Cervera's attempt to escape 


from the harbor of Santiago will go 
down in history as the most reckless 
and foolhardy endeavor ever essayed 
by man. 
That it failed completely is 


the logical sequence of the magnificent 
and watchful preparation of Admiral 
Sampson, backed by the finest ships 
aud bravest crews in Christendom. 
It 


is the victory of Manila bay over again, 
with all its completeness and effective- 
ness, while the loss to Spain far exceeds 
that sustained by Admiral Montojo in 
the Philippines. The armored cruisers 
Vizcaya, Almirante Oquendo, Intanta 
Maria Teresa and Cristobal Colon, were 
Teasels of 7000 tons displacement each, 
with a speed of more than twenty knots, 
armed with the most modern guns and 
carrying crews of five hundred men. 
The torpedo boats, Furor and Pluton, 
were 380 and 400 tons each with a speed 
of thirty knots and heavily armed with 
machine guus aud other ordnance. 


The annihilation of this fleet is a blow 


from which Spain cannot recover, and 
her sea power is now reduced to an ex- 
treme almost pitiful. The fall of San- 
tiago is now aseuied in a few hours, and 
General Linares' soldiers, like Ce:vera's 
sailors, will become prisoners of war. 
It is the beginning of the end.

Washington, July 3.—The profound- 


IMt concern throughout military and 
official circles marked the opening of 
the second day upon which the battle 
•of Santiago was being fought. 
The 


desperate- character of the fighting was 
fully known to the war department. 
The information was in addition to the 
report made by Geneval Shaftei- Friday 
night, when he roughly estimated his 
casualties as above 400. Later reports, 
ollicial and direct from the field, indi- 
cate that this estimate was far too low. 
General Shat'tur had not up to 11 o'clock 
placed any exact figure oh his loss, but 
he had made it clear that his first esti- 
mate at 400 was much short of the act- 
ual loss. The Associated Press dispatch 
from the Held, giving the casualties at 
ubuut 1000, is in line with General Shat- 
ter's later intimation, although, as stat- 
ed, ha sets no figure. 


The military authorities were alert 


early in the day, despite the fact that 
[they had been up well through the 
nlKht anxiously waiting for the latest 
reports. 
Secretary Alger and the ad- 


jutant general of the army. General 
Corbin, held a conference as soon as 
the secretary arrived. 
Then Surgeon 


General Sterntoerg was sent for and 
joined the conference. 


It Is understood the surgeon general 


will »»n.d a large force of medical offi- 
cers, some 400 or 500, In addition to those 
already with General Shutter's tn«n. 
All lultable appliances will be prov'-l- 
ed. Neither the secretary nor the ad- 
jutant getu'n.l would add anything to 
the information given out at midnight. 
It was sa.id. however, that the estimate 
of killed u.n<S wounded first made by 
General Shatter was more llkt-ly to be 
under than over the real loss, aa the 
dense growth of ehappara-1 in which the 
American troops fought made It well 
nigh impossible at first to learn the ex- 
tent of th« loss. An impressive serious- 
ness pervaded all military centers. 


The news that our gallant men had 


pressed their way, foot by foot, up the 
commanding plateau of Caney was wel- 
come indeed, but there was now the full 
(realization that this had been done in 
the face of a witb-irlng fire. 
Instead 


of a skirmish on the risht Hank, as the 
later reports Friday indicated, it wa» 
(now clear that a .general engagement 
anil a terrific one had been fought under 
(he broiling tropical sun and in the 
tangled vegetation northeast of Santi- 
ago. 


General Miles and his staff were to- 


gether in the general's office early in 
the day. Spread on the general's desk 
was a map showing in minutest detail 
every railway, trail and elevation about 
Santiago. The general traced the line 
of operations yesterday and the proba- 
ble line of action now in progress. He 
had receivk-d nothing additional from 
the field. He spoke gravely of the fierce- 
ness of the fighting yesterday. From 
Ja strategic point of view, Law-ton's 
taking of Cariey Friday gave an eleva- 
tion on the right wing, serving the 
double purpose of diverting the enemy 
from the left and opening a way to our 
left wing, and also of giving our troops 
•a more commanding sweep of the ene- 
my's defences. 


Incidentally, It accompanied the im- 


portant purpose to some extent, of pre- 
venting Pando'g coming down with re- 
inforcements from the north and turn- 
Ing our right flank.

Owing to the many onflicting reports 


of trie losses of the American troops in 
the engagement of Friday it has been 
thought best by the war department offi- 
cials to make public the text of General 
Shatter's last dispatch, received Satur- 
day morning at 4 o'clock. It is as fol- 
lows: 


Siboney, via Playa del Este, July 1. 


Adjutant General, Washington: 


I fear I have under estimated today's 


casualties. 
A large and thoroughly 


equipped hospital ship should be sent 
here at once, to care for the wounded. 
The chief surgeon says he has use for 40 
tnore medical officers. 
The ship must 


bring a launch and boats for conveying 
the wounded. 


Shafter. Major General. 


Immediately upon receiving General 


Shatter's telegram concerning the killed 
and wounded, Surgeon General Stern- 
berg of the army called on General Van 
Reypen, the surgeon general of the navy, 
and the two heid a long conference re- 
garding the course to ba taken. Fortu- 
nately the ambulance ship Solace is now 
In 
the vicinity of General Shatter's 


army and she will be utilized. While the 
Solace is designed primarily for the use 
of the fleet she Will be put at the dispo- 
sition of the army whenever that may 
be necessary. The navy and army ships 
will be used Interchangeably. The Sol- 
ace has accommodations for several 
hundred men. 


Hurried preparations are being mad« 


to send General Shafter the medical as- 
sistants asked for. The hospital ship 
Relief, which has been undergoing a 
thorough overhauling at New York, is 
about ready to start for Santiago. She 
was scheduled to have sailed Friday, 
but owing to some delay was unable to 
get off at that time and will leave today. 
The Relief has been Pitted out In an ad- 
mirable manner for the treatment of the 
iick and wounded. Acconrnorlntions for 
BOO persons have been provided, and In 
addition there ha* been Installed In tha 
ship a carbonatltiK plant and an Ice 
manufacturing1 appartus, which has fa- 
cilities for making a great deal more 
than is needed aboardahlp. 


Surgeon General 8t«rnberg of the 


army has given directions for the prep- 
aration at Fortress Monroe, Va., of hos- 


tne post hospital on the government 
reservation at that place. The hospital 
train has left Tampa with 70 .sick sol- 
diers, who will be taken to the hospital 
at McPherson barracks, Atlanta. <Ja. 


The second edition of the "Stiuadron 


Bulletin," 
published on the flagsmp 


New York, off Santiago, has just reached 
the navy department, and for a tiny 
sheet, four by seven inches, it abounds 
tn news of its date, that is June 17. 
Most of the facts set out in the Bulletin 
have been already treated by the press 
correspondents with the squadron or 
ashore. A large part of this particular 
Issue is made up of a letter written by 
Felix Pareja, at Guantanamo, ad- 
dressed to the Spanish military com- 
mander at Santiago, which was cap- 
tured by the Cubans en route. 


The letter gives a description from 


live Spanish point of view of the attack 
by the American fleet on Playa del Este 
and on the forts in the entrance to 
Guantanamo bay. The writer said that 
as Playa del Este had only two muzzle 
loading guns and sand Intrenchments 
the detachment could do nothing before 
the ships firing on them from all sides, 
FO the soldiers were obliged to retire. 
The writer speaks of the shortage of 
ammunition among the Spaniards, and 
comments with an air of wonder upon 
the serenity with which the American 
squadron took possession of the outer 
bay. "as if for a harbor of rest." He 
declares that he has no flour and is 
serving out half rations and is In hard 
• traits generally. 


Captain Nicholas Perez Stable, aide d« 


camp of the secretary of war of Putin, 
Colonel Fontsterllng, has arrived here 
and was in conference with Major Gen- 
eral Miles and the officers of his staff. 
Captain Stable comes uVectly from the 
seat of the Cuban government, now at 
La Ksperanza, where President Masso 
and his cabinet are located. He brings 
much information as to the situation 
throughout the island, and his visit ix 
toward securing further co-operation 
between the entire Cuban forces and 
the United States troops. 


Captain Stable says President Masso 


and his cabinet are strongly located at 
El Ksperanza, in the province o-t' Puerto 
Principe. They have temporary quar- 
ters, and have maintained themselves 
successfully against the frequent at- 
tacks by Spanish troops. Captain Sta- 
ble reports for th« first time the details 
of a hot engagement continuing through 
June 3, 4 and 5. The Spaniards num- 
bered 4000. while the Cubans' defence 
was maintained by only SOO. Notwith- 
standing this discrepancy, the Cuban 
loss was only 47 killed and wounded, 
[while the Spaniards left 30 killed on 
the field. Indicating that their entire 
loss in killed and wounded was much 
greater. 


The Spaniards captured two Cuban 


(officers,' a first and second lieutenant. 
Captain Stable says the officers were 
subjected to the most Inhuman indigni- 
ties. 
One oi them was placed by the 


•Spanish commander In front of a can- 
non and at a given signal was blown to 
atoms. The Spanish commander then 
called for a volunteer to "degoliade" 
the remaining; prisoner. This consists 
of thrusting a Bayonet through tho neck 
of the prinoncr from one side to the 
•other, penetrating the windpipe. 
A 


Spanish volunteer steeped forward, and 
the Cuban officer was thus subjected to 
the. torture of a slow death following 
the infliction of the "degollado." Cap- 
tain Stable states also that two small 
boys, not over 14 years old, non-com- 
batants, who wera driving cattle, were 
a"lso killed by the Spaniards. 


Except for these brutal atrocities the 


Spanish raid on El Esperanza was fu- 
tile and the Spanish force finally re- 
tired. Captain Stable was accompanied 
In his visit to the war department by 
Senor Quesada, secretary of the Cuban 
legation. It is probable that these con- 
ferences will result In a fuller co-opera- 
tion when the American army begins to 
imake its way westward to the central 
part of the island.' 


Secretary Alger Is authority for the 


statement that no additional troops will 
be sent from Camp Alger to Santiago 
before the 8th or 9th of the month. The 
reason for this is that the auxiliary 
cruisers Yale and Harvard, which were 
selected for the purpose of transporting 
the troops to Cuba, will not be ready to 
start on the next trip for the island 
before that date. The change was ne- 
cessitated by reason of the fact that 
instead of returning direct to New- 
port News it was found expedient to 
have the Yale go to New York. Al- 
though not so stated, tthere is reason for 
the belief that the change in the pro- 
gram was made in order to allow the 
Yale to take a number of sick and 
wounded soldiers from Santiago for 
treatment In the hospitals of the more 
northern cities. 


In view of the delay of the return of the 


steamer to Newport News, the authori- 
ties of the war department have deemed 
it best to have the troops of GeneiraJ 
Henry's division, which have been or- 
dered to Santiago, remain at Camp Al- 
per until the steamer is at Newport News 
ready to take them to Santiago without 
subjecting them to unnecessary delay 
at Newport News.
